Survey Party. 


The Brabazon sarveying party returned 
to town last Saturday, having completed 
the survey and sub-division of the fllowing 
townships : 25 and 26, range 29 W, of 4th 
meridian ; 25 and 26 in ranges 1 and 2 west 
of 5th meridian and 26 in range 3 west of 
4th meridian. They commenced work on 
May 3st. The weather during the pro- 
gress of the work was characterized by 
much rain, On seven days work had to be 
entirely suspended, from heavy ,and con- 
tinuous rains. Leaving out these and Sun- 
days the entire work was accomplished in 
thirty-six working days, a feat in surveying 
seldom equalled. There were eight men 
in the party. 


Church bf England. 


At a meeting of the members of the 
Church of England, held at Boynton Hail 
on Monday evening, it was decided to have 
the new church a free one. The name by 
which the building is to be known is not 
as yet decided. Messrs. King and Rogers 
were appointed church wardens and Messrs. 
Ramsay ind Gibb councilmen, The meet- 
ing ezprossed itself unfavorable to choral 
services. The church will be opened on 
Sunday, Aug. 8rd, Archdeacon Pinkham, 
we understand, will officiate at the opening 
service, Subscriptions have been received 
amounting to $2,000, of thig sum $1516.41 
have been received, and $1270.10 paid out, 
leaving $715.59 to be collected to clear the 
whole debt up to the present finish.

This, at any rate, would leave a clear sweep 
for the river both when floods come and 
when the ice breaks up in spring.

A New Coal Find. 


Joe Butlin, whose homestead is within a 
mile and a half of The rlerald office, is in- 
debted to the recent floods for a find of 
coal within his limits on the Elbow, On 
Sunday a party of fishermen going up _ the 
Eibow stopped to look at the damage the 
rains nad done to Joe's river front, Some 
eight feet of the bank had been washed 
away and something suspiciously like an- 
thracite was showiag up on the surface.
